this country in 1344, learning the 
marb'.e cuttirs business in Philadel- 
phia. After the war he located in 
Brooklyn. The C.^pt. met with the ac- 
cident on the 46th anniversary of the 
battle oi Cold Harbor. 
On the even- 


ing of June 1st. 1864, he led his com- 
pany successfully over the Confeder- 
ate breastworks and was the first man 
to jump down among the Rebels, and 
the work the regiment and division 
did that evening caused Gen. Grant 
to issue a special order thanKing Gen. 
Ricketts and his gallant command for 
the splendid work they had done. 
Capt. Adair was to have been the 
guest of honor on his birthday, June 
24. at a dinner which had been arrang- 
ed by the members of a club to which 
he belonged and the tickets for the 
dinner were all subscribed as Capt. 
Adair was very popular. He was un- 
married and had no near relatives 
Ihing. He was buried Sunday morn- 
ing June .12. beside his brother in 
cemetery at New Durham, New Jer 
sey. He had expressed 
a wish to 


be buried at Gettysburg and it is hop- 
ed by his friends to have remains in 
teired in National Cemetery later in 
the vear.

Restful, delightful, interesting and instructive, there is no 


trip like that on the Great Lakes, those inland seas which form 
the border line between the United States and Canada. And June 
is one of the most charming months in the year in which to 
take the trip. 


For comfort the fine passenger steamships of the Anchor 


Line have no superiors. 
As well-appointed as the palatial ocean 


greyhounds which plow the Atlantic, their schedule allows suffi- 
cient time at all stopping places to enable the traveler to see 
something of the great lake cities and to view in daylight the 
most distinctive sights of the lake, and the scenery which frames 
them. 


The trip through the Detroit River, and through Lake St. 


Clare, with its great .ship canal in the middle of the lake, thence 
through Lake Huron, the locking of the steamer through the 
great locks at the Soo, and the passage of the Portage Kntry, 
lake and canal, across the upper end of Michigan are novel and 
interesting features.

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WHY .THE COMPILER ASKS SETTLEMENT BY JULY 1,1910 


Since April let the COMPILER has 


asked (or the payuutul of all subscrip- 
tions in arrears more than nyear. Thin 
has oeeii doue contrary to our usual 
custom for we have been adverse to 
printing such notices, but circum- 
stances alter cases aud now it is up to 
the COMPILER to tell our readers the 
circumstances, aud we can't rid our- 
selves of a feeling of being persecuted. 
We want our people to know the dun- 
ning was not our voluntary act but 
was forced upou us. Here is the story. 


Two years ago the Post Ottice De- 


partment made a ruliug without spe- 
cilic Congressional action about arreai 
subscriptions to periodicals, and week- 
ly papers were required to have their 
subscriptions paid up to within a year 
so as to be uiailable as second class 
mail matter. At that time a letter 
was addressed ;to the 
Department 


through Congressman Lafean asking 
whether this ruling was to ufc enforced 
against country weeklies. The letter 
was written for self protection, our 
purpose being to get on the sate side of 
whatever might be indicated to us. A 
reply was received slating that it was 
not the intention to harass or embar- 
rass m any way whatever legitimate 
newspapers. Or as explained to an- 
other newspaper man, the Department 
was after periodicals having no actual 
subscribers but sending out huge num- 
bers to lists ofinames furnished by ad- 
vertisers. 


After receiving this communication 


the attention of the then Postmaster, 
Wm. B. Mclihenny was called to the 
same and that the ruliuu was not ap- 
plicable to the papers of the county 
and we hoped that this Has-Reen-Orh'- 
cial was uot so dense as to fail to grasp 
its meaning. 


Our hoces were doomed to disap- 


pointment Jfor; this Postmaster-That- 
Was reported'the COMPILER as paying 
no attention to the ruling and saving 
ugly things about the ruliug and leav- 
ing the impression that tueCoMPiLKR 
was the only paper around these dig- 
gings giving credit to subscriptions for 
more than a year. 


The COMPILER had said that it did 


not believe In the ruling as created by 
a department without specittc author- 
ity from Congress. As a business pro- 
position a cash subscription might 
have many points in its favor but a 
government ruling requiring it smack- 
ed of bureaucracy, that it was a form 
of paternalism repugnant to our insti- 
tution. That the Act of Congress gave 
the second class mail rate to actual 
subscribers and that the government 
had no right to meddle in my busi- 
ness and say that an actual subscriber 
who owed me for more than a year 
was one uot entitled to receive the 
paper at second class rate. This rul- 
iug we believed struck at the liberty 
of the press and opened the door to a 
government censorship of the business 
of a paper. This was our honest opiu 
ion and such opinion we still hold and 
because of this opinion in this land of 
boasted liberties and freedom of speech 
we have been subjected to au applica 
tiou of the official big stick because a 
22 years office holder reported that we 
had said things. 


This community can 
best judge 


whether this report was made tor po- 
litical reasons. It was the only report 
made against any paper and made 
against the only Democratic paper in 
the county. Democracy for a number 
of years has become a united harmon- 
ious family in Adams county and the 
action of the informer looks to us as 
an attack on Democracy,^ the act of a 
small politician resenting the votes of 
people m supporting Democracy and 
willing to pulldown anything Demo- 
cratic in sight. We have uot found a 
single citizen who excuses the action 
under any pretense,} and a number of 
those supporting the same party to 
which this ex-official claimed to be- 
long have subscribed for the COMPILER 
and said they did Jso to show they did 
not approve of his act. One who turns 
informer on a neighbor, under the cir- 
cumstances in this case necessarily 
knew that his act was done with the 
intention to injure, a nice (?) human 
attitude to take after what he had re- 
ceived from his community. 


As a result of this informer's action, 


the Post Ottice Department at Wash- 
ington in March, without any previ- 
ous warning aft^r the communication 
of two years ago that we were uot to 
be embarrassed in any way whatever, 
asked of the COMPILER a .sworn state- 
ment ol the number of subscriptions 
more than a year in arrears for the 
purpose of demanding an additional 
fifty-two cents a year on each paper so 
sent, a demand no country weekly- 
paper could comply with and live. 


To understand what we were up 


against, in company with Congress- 
man Lafean we called at the Post 
Office Department in 
Washington. 


Here the information was given that 
the COMPILKR had been 
informed 


against. We called attention to the 
letter received of the Department two 
years before tiiat legitimate papers 
were not to be embarra>r«ed by the 
ruling and that the COMPILER was a 
legitimate country weekly over !id 
years 
old. 
CongrefMuan 
Lafean 


proceedings against a paper in his dis- 
trict, but the answer forthcoming was 
| practically to tiie ellect that Cougres- 
siui'al 'sNor.-- v» ert nut to »;e had iu 


1 the matter. Attention was called to 
ofler to give papers one year to get 
their subscription lists in shape and 
as the communication of two years 
ago had milled us we were now enti 
tied to the one year time. This re- 
quest which seemed eutirely reason- 
able to us was to our great surprise 
instantly turned down. a<» also one for 
six months 
The 
mass of work 


around April 1st iu this community 
was explained and that it was the 
most inconvenient time to undertake 
the work, yet :JO days was the limit 
given with the qualification that if we 
went to work in earnest aud needed 
the time we would be given, a further 
extension aud later through Congress- 
man JLafean this extension was se- 
f'ure<1 until J'J.'y J 
K!. Thi° sxte'jsio:j 


reads: 


"Under the circumstances I am dis- 


dosed to uive you au extension until 
July let, 1910 in which to complete 
the work aud submit a sworn state- 
ment. 
This extension, however, is 


given upou the understanding that no 
further extension will be asked for or 
granted, as 1 would uot feel justified 
in entertaining any request for the 
same. 1 hope that by the time stated 
you will be able to report to the De- 
partment that the UKTTYSBUKG 
COM- 


PILKR conforms iu every respect to 
the requirements." 


It took two weeks to locate all expi- 


ration oates before a letter could be 
sent to our subscribers. 
We began 


sending out statements to those farth- 
est away and have completed the 
sending of a statemeut to every sub- 
scriber out aud iu the county more 
than a year in arrears. 
We have 


visited many of our subscribers giving 
all the time that could be spared and 
we have had a hearty response all 
along the line, every mail bringing 
answers and we have carried the mes- 
sage of the $1 COMPILER aud have 
placed on our subscription list over 
three hundred new subscribers. 


When before the Post Ottice Depart- 


ment the unfairness of proceeding 
against a single newspaper iu any 
county or district was presented and 
that there was surely some way to 
give the Square Deal and do the least 
amount of injury. 
The only answer 


was au invitation to turn informer aud 
our reply was that we were unable to 
appreciate the suggestion. 
That au 


informer to us was au abhorrent thing 
aud that we did not propose to have 
any one point the linger at us for such 
a mean contemptible, uuueighborly 
act aud that if this big great country 
of ours proposed to single out the 
COMPILER in a whole congressional 
district, the only thing for us to do 
was to take alone what was proposed 
to be handed out. The position of the 
government was made plain, that such 
papers as were reported the Depart- 
ment proposed to proceed against aud 
all others were to be presumed as not 
guilty and complying with the ruling. 


Now all this meaus that notwith- 


standing our opinions, we must obey, 
not because we want to, not because 
of any Act of Congress, but because ot 
the Big Stick of a ruling of a Depart- 
ment. 


Obey means that on July 1st all sub- 


scribers who have not answered our 
letters and sent remittances or made 
settlement as explained iu letter sent 
them, must be dropped from our sub- 
scription list. This i? not our way but 
the only course to be followed under 
requirements ot the government. 
We 


appeal to those who have not yet re- 
sponded to our letters to do so before 
July 1st, 1910.
